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PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
REOPEN: STRIKE 
ENDED AS COURT 
BARS PICKETING 


Union Leader Appeals 
on TV to Custodians 
to Return to Work— 
Some Back on Job 
by 4 a.m. 


St. Louis public schools re- 
opened this morning after be- 
ing closed two days by a strike 
of custodians and matrons. The 
strikers returned to their jobs 
following issuance of a circuit 
court temporary restraining 
order barring further picketing. 

Harold Dessau, acting commis- 
sioner of school buildings, said 


custodians began stoking up boil-| 


ers in the schools as early as 
4 a.m. today in order to have 
the buildings warm enough for 
classes at the 8:30 o’clock open- 
ing hour. 


Dessau said he had had no 


. reports of any school failing to 


re-open, Custodians entered some 
buildings last night to restore 
enough heat to prevent freezing 
of pipes. 

Agent Appears on TV. 

Custodians, matrons and other 
members of Local 118, Public 
School Employes Union, had 
been urged to return to work 
by George Luetkenholder, union 
busines agent, in an appearance 
last night over the Post-Dispatch 
television station KSD-TV. 

Luetkenholder said negotiations 
on the union demand for higher 
pay would be continued. He said 
he had been promised a hearing 
by the Board of Education bud- 
get committee, which is study- 
ing financial needs of the school 
system for the year beginning 
July 1. 

When Circuit Judge Robert L. 
Aronson was asked yesterday for 
a temporary restraining order. 
directing an immediate end of 
the strike, he told school board 
co-counsel John M. Hadley he 
had no judicial authority to order 
the employes back to jobs. 

The board’s petition. was then 
redratfed to request an end of 
the picketing, and this was 
granted by Judge Aronson. The 
school board had declared the 
combination of cold weather and 
lack of heat in school buildings 
could cause pipes in the plumb- 
ing and heating facilities to 
freeze and break, thus producing 
heavy damage Ao the premises. 
The court order ended picketing 
and any interference with the re- 
opening or operation of the 
schools. / 

Show Cause Order. 


Judge Aronson also ordered 
the union to show cause Jan. 28 
why an injunction should not be 
issued. 


Luetkenholder assured the 
judge the terms of the restrain- 
ing order would be observed and 
all defendants. — officers and 
trustees of the local — waived 
service of the order. 

The board resorted to court 
action after the members of the 
local rejected, 310 to 153, a tenta- 
tive offer of a5 per cent increase 
effective next July 1 and a pro- 
mise by the board to consider 
a further increase if the local 
could show its members were 
underpaid in comparison with 
other school systems and pri- 
vate industry. 

An immediate 5 per cent in- 
crease that would be effective 
until] July 1 and another 5 per 
cent increase at that time had 
been sought by the union, al- 
though it said it would accept 
instead a 10 per cent increase 
July 1.

St. Louis labor racketeer, has 
been granted a parole from 
federal prison after serving 
nearly five years of a 12-year 
sentence for extortion, it was 
learned today in Washington. 
Callanan, former powerful 
Democratic figure and boss of 
the AFL Steamfitters Union, 
entered the Federal Penitentiary 
at Leavenworth, Ka#., Feb. 11, 
1955. He will be released prob- 
ably next April under “good 
time” he earned as a prisoner, 
it was stated at the penitentiary. 
The former labor boss's first 
plea for release, when he be- 
came eligible for parole in July, 
1958, was denied. The ‘question of 
parole was reopened recently, 
and a member of the parole 
board visited the prison last

The fate of the small farming 
village on Hawaii island’s south- 
east coast depends on the 
mounds of rock and earth. The 
lava reached the dikes around 
4:30 p.m. yesterday. 

If the dikes fail, the homes of 
| Kapoho’s 300 evacuated residents 
_will be wiped out. 
| Authorities hope the dikes will 
| divert the lava toward the main 
flow and the Pacific. 
| Estimates of damage from the 
|eruption, entering its seventh 
day, rose into the millions. 

State Senator Richard F, Ly- 
man estimated damage to his 
land, blanketed by the lava, at 
$2,000,000. He owns 80 acres of 
sugar cane land and the Warm 
Springs resort area, now buried 
by lava.

The inventor, Luther G. Sim- 
jian of Stamford, Conn., believes 
the device will, be useful for 
vault doors, code machines, mili- 
tary transmitters and other 
equipment requiring the highest 
security. 


| The invention comprises a card 

or plate made of fiberboard or 
plastic in which wires or other 
conductors are embedded. One 
end is broken off to serve as the 
key. To complete an electric 
circuit and open the door, there 
must be an exact fit both me- 
chanically and electrically. 

Two fragments or more may 
be made and mailed to several 
persons who are to meet at a 
given time and place. The lock

Wreckage of a United States 
Navy plane that disappeared 
with 16 persons on a daylight 
flight from Rota, Spain, to the 
United States air base at Adana, 
Turkey, was sighted today on 
Karanfil (Pink) Mountain, 15 
miles. northwest of Adana. Tur- 
kish sources said there was no 
sign of life. 


Forty-two persons were killed 
in the crash of a Scandinavian 
Airline jet last night on a hill 
near Ankara, 250 miles to the 
northwest. 


The Ankara disaster was the | 


third crash of a commercial air- 
liner since 1960 began. It brought 
the death toll for commercial 
aviation this year to 126.

MOSCOW, Jan. 20 (UPI) — 
The Moscow radio announced 
today a major reshuffle in the 
government of the Kazakhstan 


republic. It confirmed that Niko- 
lai Belyaev has been removed as 
the republic’s Communist party 
chief. . 

The broadcast said Kazakhstan 
Premier Dinmukhamed Kunaev 
replaced Belyaev as Communist 
party first. secretary. 

A session of the Kazakhstan 
Supreme Soviet in Alma Ata to- 
day named Zhumabek Tashenev, 
former chairman of the Supreme 
Soviet, to replace Kunaev as pre- 
mier. 

Elected to replace Tashenev 
was’ Deputy Korebzhanov (no 
first name given), the Moscow 
radio said. 

Leonid Brezhnev, member of 
the ruling party Presidium in 
Moscow and a secretary of the 
Soviet Communist party Central 
Committee, attended the Alma 
Ata session. 

The brief Moscow radio broad- 
cast made no mention of Bel- 
yaev by name. 

In 1957 Premier Khrushchev 
sent Belyaev to the huge grain- 
producing Kasakhstan republic 
as a trouble shooter. Khruush- 
chev’s massive virgin lands 
scheme centers largely on Kaz- 
akhstan. 

Last month, at a Central Com- 
mittee meeting in Moscow, 
Khrushchev _ sternly criticized 
Belyaev for failing to report to 
Moscow serious shortcomings in 
the Kazakhstan agricultural sit- 
uation. 

The first hint that more than 
a reprimand was in store for 
Belyaev came last week when 
the Soviet news agency Tass list- 
ed him without title among a 
number of people awarded a 
medal for “labor valor.”

It 
also puts forward a program 
for the year 1960 which, in the 
context of present and prospec- 
tive economic conditions, would 
effectively implement the pur- 
poses of the employment act. 

The major conclusions and 
recommendations of the report 

‘are set forth below, in part in 
the words of the report itself. 

By the first quarter of 1959, 
the recovery that started early 
in 1958 had already carried pro- 
duction and income to levels 
higher than ever before attained 
in the American economy. A 
considerable further advance 
was scored during the _ re- 
mainder of 1959, despite the deep 
effect of the 116<day strike in 
the steel industry. 

The nation’s output of goods 
and services in the fourth 

quarter of 1959 was at an an- 
nual rate of 482 billion dollars. 
When adjusted for price 
changes, this rate of output 
was 314 per cent higher than 
the rate attained in the cor- 
responding period in 1958. 

By ember 1959, total em- 
ployment had reached a record 
level, 66,200,000, on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. And personal in- 
come payments if December 
were at an annual rate of 391 
billion dollars, 24 billion dollars 
greater than a year earlier. 
After adjustment for increases 
in prices, the rise in total per- 
sonal income in 1959 represented 
a gain of nearly 5 per cent in 
the real buying power of our 
nation. 


As we look ahead, there are 
good grounds for confidence 
that this economic advance | 
can be extended through 1960. 
Furthermore, with appropriate 
private actions and public 
policies, it can carry well be- 
yond the present year. 

However, as always in periods 
of rapid economic expansion, we 
must avoid speculative excesses 
and actions that would compress 
gains into so short a period

A well-informed and vigilant 
public opinion is essential in our 
free society for helping achieve 
the conditions necessary for 
price stability and vigorous 
economic growth. Such public 
opinion can be an effective safe- 
guard against attempts arbi- 
trarily to establish prices or 
wages at levels that are incon- 
sistent with the general welfare. 
Informed public opinion is also 
necessary to support the laws 
and regulations that provide the 
framework for the conduct of 
our economic affairs. 


Further progress is needed in 
establishing a broad public un- 
derstanding of the relationships 
of productivity and rewards to 
costs and prices. It would be a 
grave mistake to believe that we 
can successfully substitute legis- 
lation or controls for such un- 
derstanding. Indeed, the com- 
plex relationships involved can- 
not be fixed by law, and at- 
tempts to determine them by 
restrictive governmental action 
would jeopardize our freedoms 
and other conditiors essential to 
sound economic growth. 


Our system of free institutions 
and shared responsibility has 
served us well in achieving 
economic growth and improve- 
ment. From our past experience, 
we are confident that our chang- 
ing and increasing needs in the 
future can be met within this 
flexible system, which . gains 
strength from the incentive it 
provides for individuals, from 
the scope it affords for individ- 
ual initiative and action, and 
from the assurance it gives that 
government remains responsive 
to the will of the people.

Business ‘executives, it con- 
tinues, can strengthen the econ- 
omy by the use of resources un- 
der their control. For example, 
it says: 

“They may be able to speed 
the increase in productivity/ in 
the private sector through allo- 
cating a greater share of these 
resources to investment and re- 
search and through price policies 
that favor expansion of markets. 
Also, they can speed growth by 
upgrading worker skills, by_im- 
proving skills of management 
and by eliminating wasteful prac- 
tices.” 

Labor leaders, it says, have an 
equal responsibility: ‘‘They can 
contribute significantly in this 
direction by fostering arrange- 
ments favorable to higher labor 
productivity.”

On Labor Disputes. 

Speaking of labor disputes, It 
said: . 

“Settlements should not be 
such as to cause the national av- 
erage of wage rate increases to 
exceed sustainable rates of-im- 
provement in national produc- 
tivity. A national wage pattern 
that fails to meet this criterion 
would put an upward pressure 
on the price level. — 

“Hourly rates of pay and re- 
lated labor benefits can, of 
course, be increased without 
jeopardizing price stability. In- 

such increases are the 
major means in our free econ- 
omy by which labor shares in 
the fruits of industrial progress. 
But improvement in compensa- 
tion rates must, on the average, 
remain within the limits of pro- 
ductivity gains if reasonable 
price stability is to be achieved 
and maintained. Furthermore, 
price reductions warranted by 
especially rapid productivity 
gains must be a normal and fre- 
quent feature of our economy. 
Without such reductions we shall 
not be able to keep the price 
level as a whole from advanc- 
ing.”

Vice President Carlo Schmid 
told the Bundestag that so long 
as older citizens and teachers 
fail to ingtruct youth about the 
evils of the Nazi era, ‘‘our peo- 
ple will not be healthy.” 

Schmid’s brief speech was an- 
swered by a storm of applause. 
No vote was taken, but only ap- 
proval was evidenced in the 497- 
man body. 

The meeting was the Bundes- 
tag’s first since the wave of anti- 
Semitic incidents began with the 
defacing of a synagogue in 
Cologne on Christmas eve. 

Schmid, speaking for ailing 
President Eugen Gerstenmaier, 
began the session with a state- 
ment that “evil companions” 
smeared the synagogue with the 
Nazi swatstika. This act, he 


continued, was followed by sim- 
ilar Nazi-like deeds and the 
painting of anti-Semitic slogans 
at various places in West Ger- 
many. 

“That such things could, hap- 
pen is a disgrace,’’ Schmid de- 
clared. 


Schmid is a leader of the oppo- 
sition Socialist party, but his 
declaration was given on behalf 
of all four parties represented in 
the chamber. 


He noted that anti-Semitic in- 
c‘dents had been reported in 
rany places outside of Germany. 
F'e said ‘“‘we Germans have no 
right to point our fingers at these 
incidents, because it was here 
that 6,000,000 Jews were mur- 
dered. 


“It is because of this that such 
incidents here are more dis- 
g-aceful than anywhere else.” 

Schmid said most of the inci- 
dents were the work of hood!ums 
and thrill-see’:ers. He appealed 


to the outside world to remem- | 


ber that the Bonn republic was 
the scene not only of new anti- 
Semitic incidents but also of a 
national revulsion against such 
deeds. .

The offer was made in Chicago

Informed sources said the car- 
riers had offered a 3 per cent in- 
crease, to become effective next 
Jan. 1. The cost-of-living provi- 
sions of the old agreement would 
continue for the rest of this year, 
and any escalator increases 
would be counted as part of the 
3 per cent. 

The railroads originally had 
asked all the operating crafts to 
accept a wage cut of 15 cents an 
hour. The carriers also called for 
scrapping the escalator clause. 

The engineers asked for a 12 
per cent pay rise, retroactive 
to last Nov. 1. Government fig- 
ures indicate that passenger en- 
gineers average $927 a month 
and those on freights $748. 

The Chicago talks are con- 
cerned solely with wage issues. 
They precede negotiations over 
management demands for revi- 
sion of work rules to eliminate 
alleged ‘‘featherbedding.”’ 

Despite the union strike threat, 
the carriers’ wage offer strength- 
ened hope that the rail disputes 
would be settled without a strike. 
Under the Railway Labor Act, 
President Eisenhower can block 
any strike for at least 60 days by 
appointing an emergency fact- 
finding board. 

Each of the five brotherhoods 
representing the 200,000 engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, train- 
men and switchmen is holding 
separate sessions with a com- 
mittee representing 164 railroads. 

The 600,000 non-operating em- 
ployes are represented by 16 
other unions. A joint negotiating

JURY WOULD BAR LICENSES 
1? BARS SELL TO MINORS 


The Madison county grand 
jury, in a special report today, 
demanded that taverns and other 
establishments which sell liquor 
or beer to minors be denied re- 
newal of licenses. 

“We find that most of the 
crimes’ by under-age persons 
often were committed after they 
obtained liquor and beer from 
taverns,” the jury said. The 
jurors added that they wanted 
“this information passed on to 
the (county) liquor commission 
and the county sheriff for ac-

Comptroller- John H. Poelker 
said that under the .new retire- 
ment schedule the bonds would 
begin to mature in 1962 instead 
of 1966 as now provided. 

The present ordinance calls for 
retirement at the rate of $900,000 
a year from 1966 through 1979. 
Under the proposed schedule 
$2,000,000 would be retired in 
1962, $1,000,000 in 1963 and vary- 
ing amounts thereafter. . 

Poelker said a study of the 
city’s debt retirement fund, made 
since the ordinance was passed, 
had disclosed that the fund would 
be large enough by 1962 to per- 
mit the earlier retirement. 

The bonds in question are part 
of the $110,000,000 issue approved 
by voters’ in 1955. Their sale 
will bring the total outstanding 
of that issue ‘to $60,000,000.

The workers called their or | 
ganization ‘“‘a committee for | 
liberty of the press.” 

The action by Avance’s em- 
ployes was supported by pro- 
Castro newspapers. It was 
strongly protested and lam- 
pooned by three of Havana’s 
seven other independent or con- 
servative papers—Diario de la 
Marina, El Mundo and Informa- 
cion. 

El Mundo’s columnist, Carlos 
Robreno, satirized the workers 
by listing a series of incidents 
with his own “clarifying note” 
at the bottom of each.

“Needless to say, it is a treaty 
for peace, not for war,” he said. 
“It goes beyond mere co-opera- 
tion for military defense, through 
this treaty, our two countries, as 
equal and close partners, pledge 
to co-operate on a broad basis in 
all fields of their relations for 
the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining international peace 
and stability.” 

“Peace and progress are the 
imperatives of history and the 
cry of mankind,” he added.

A joint communique said Mr. 
Eisenhower and Kishi ‘agreed 
that disarmament, with essen-

The two leaders also ex- 
pressed hope for an early agree- 
ment on a safe plan for banning 
atomic weapons tests.

Under the new treaty the 
United States agrees to consult 
Japan before making any major 
change in United States troop 
or weapons strength in Japan. 
Kishi has called this a kind of 
veto power for Japan over 
United States action in case 
there is disagreement. 

The communique said Mr. Eis- 
enhower “assured him that the 
United States Government has no 
intention of acting in a manner 
contrary to the wishes of the 
Japanese Government with re- 
spect to the matters involving 
prior consultation under the 
treaty.” 

Kishi told a press conference 
his private conversations with 
Mr. Eisenhower covered a wide- 
range, including Communist 
China.

Armed Forces Cut as Budget 


Makes Strength Seem the Same 


Administrative Action Reduces Mili- 
tary Establishments Below Appro- 
priation Figures— Congress Loses 


Control.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20. 


THERE IS SOME SLEIGHT-OF-HAND in the military budget 
that makes it look better than it is and even raises questions of 
good faith in the budget presentation. 

In the budget document for the 1960 budget, the planned 
strength of the Navy June 10, 1960, is shown as 630,000 men. 


The planned strength for the 
Air Force is given as 845,000 
men. In the 1961 budget the 
strengths planned for 1960 are 
given as 619,000 men and 850,000 
men, a difference of 11,000 and 
20,000 respectively. The mean- 
ing of this is that although Con- 
gress voted funds that it thought 
would maintain the forces at a 
certain size, the Administration 
has proceeded to reduce them 
without congressional review. 


What makes this action seem 
to be a breach of faith is that it 
enables the new budget to show 
that the Navy and Air Force 
will have the same strength dur- 
ing the 1960 fiscal year, and this 
is not the case. 


THERE IS NOTHING to pre- 
vent the Administration from 
doing the same thing again, 
that is, to announce certain 
strengths for 1961 and then to 
reduce them administratively 
and to present a new budget for 
1961 showing different planned 
end strengths for 1961 and pre- 
tending that no reductions are 
contemplated.

Symington Fits ‘Liberal Mold,’

Senator’s Voting Record Proves It, 
Paul Ziffren Asserts—He Would Be

SENATOR STUART SYMINGTON of Missouri fits the “liberal 
mold” of Democratic presidents of the last century, a West Coast 
political leader said yesterday. 

Paul Ziffren, Democratic riational committeeman from Cali- 
fornia, placed in the same “‘liberal’”’ category all other prospective 
Democratic presidential nominees except Senator Lyndon B. John- 
son of Texas. 

“TI would be greatly surprised 
and shocked if Senator Johnson 
received the nomination for 
President,” Ziffren said at a 


press conference here. 


Noting that only four Demo- 
crats have been elected Presi- 


dent since pre-Civil War days, 
Ziffren observed that all four, 
Grover Cleveland, Woodrow Wil- 
son, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry S. Truman, had “one 
thing in common’’—all fit his | 
definition of a liberal. 

Johnson, he went on, is “‘not 
in the mold of these four.”” He 
paid tribute to the Texan as 
‘“‘one of the most adroit and suc- 
cessful congressional leaders in 
history.” 


OF SYMINGTON, Ziffren stat- 
ed: ‘“‘He definitely is a liberal. 
He fits the liberal mold. His vot- 
ing record proves it.” 


Ziffren refused to indorse any 
presidential candidate. He said 
he is waiting to hear their views 
on important issues before mak- 
ing up his mind. Gov. Edmund 
G. (Pat) Brown of California 
announced yesterday that he 
would be a “favorite son” can- 
didate for the nomination. 


The California committeeman 
discounted the importance of 
presidential primary elections. 
His position was similar to that 
of Symington and at odds with 
Senator John F. Kennedy of

No Place for a Detour 


The United States Constitution says that 
“in all criminal prosecutions, the accused 
shall be confronted with the witnesses against 
him.” This right to confrontation was a fac- 
tor in the case of the $18,000-a-year Maryland 
industrialist, William Lewis Greene, who was 
discharged from his executive position by his 
company after his security clearance was re- 
moved by the Defense Department. His com- 
pany was engaged almost solely in Navy 
contract work. Greene took his case to the Su- 
preme Court where he won, 8 to 1, last June. 
Chief Justice Wafren, speaking for the ma- 
jority, said that neither Congress by statute 
nor the President by executive order had au- 
thorized the Defense Department’s procedure 
of withholding a man’s accusers yet at the 
same time depriving him of his employment. 

Now comes word that the Administration 
is preparing an executive order, in which 
the Justice and Defense Departments and all 
other interested agencies would join, to cover 
such cases as the Greene case. Presumably 
in some form it would seek to preserve the 
power to invoke security procedures without

The A.M.A. Journal’s Disservice 


The American Medical Association has 
brought no credit on itself by the part its 
Journal played.in the recent cranberry scare. 
The editor of the Journal, Dr. John H. Tal- 
bott, attacked Secretary Flemming’s warning 
against chemically tainted cranberries with 
a gross misstatement of fact, and in the pub- 
lication’s own supposed field of special com- 
petence. Deputy Administrator John L. Har- 
vey of the Food and.Drug Administration ex- 
poses the falsity of the Journal article. 

Just before Thanksgiving, the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare had warned 
consumers that some cranberries had been 
found on their way to market which contained 
residues of aminotriazole, a weed-killing chem- 
ical which has produced cancer in test ani- 
mals. Dr. Talbott wrote in a subsequent issue 
of the Journal of the A.M.A. that the Pilgrim 
fathers probably ate minute quantities of 
aminotriazole in their first Thanksgiving din- 
ners 300 years ago, since it occurs naturally, 
he said, in cabbage, turnips, broccoli, mus- 
tard, and other vegetables. 

Challenged as to the accuracy of that state- 
mont, Dr. Talbott gave as his authority Prof. 
Chester E. Cross, an agricultural scientist in 
charge of the cranberry station at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. Prof. Cross re 
sponded that he knew “of no scientific evi- 
dence that aminotriazole occurs in any vege- 
table.” Further investigation traced the error 
back to a misunderstanding in a press inter- 
view with Dr. Edwin B. Astwood of Tufts 
Medical School and the Boston Dispensary, 
who had talked with Flemming. 

’ Dr. Astwood said he told the reporters the 
vegetables mentioned “contained an antithy- 


roid compound that acts like aminotriazole, 
but doesn’t cause cancer.” The reporters 
misunderstood him, he said, and quoted him 
as saying these vegetables contained amino- 
triazole. The cranberry producers’ associa- 
tion also spread the misquotation. Dr. Ast- 
wood says he knows of no scientific evidence 
that aminotriazole occurs anywhere in fa- 
ture. F. & D. A. Deputy Administrator Harvey 
‘says “as far as we know, aminotriazole is a 
completely manmade chemical.” 

We will await with interest the Journal’s 
correction of its error. 


A More Universal City 


Critics of the proposed University City or- 
dinance against discrimination in places of 
public accommodation complain that the meas- 
ure would hurt business. This is not the ex- 
perience of stores and other businesses which 
do not practice discrimination, nor is it the 
experience of other cities with similar laws 
stressing education and conciliation under 
human relations commissions. 

But commercial interest ought not to be 
the governing interest in this matter. The 
main consideration was stressed by Thomas 
H. Eliot, professor of political science at Wash- 
ington University. And that consideration is 
equal rights and opportunity, not only before 
the law but also before the eyes of all good 
citizens. 

As a city which houses a great university, 
and as a city whose very name implies uni- 
versality, University City should have no 
room for public display of arbitrary preju- 
dices. Neither should St. Louis. 


What Norris Brown Started 


Few men have influenced the lives of their 
fellow citizens as much as did Norris Brown 
who died a few days ago in Seattle at the age 
of ¥6. Mr. Brown served one term in the 
Senate as a Republican from Nebraska a half 
century ago—from 1907 to 1913 to be exact. 
But that was long enough to introduce on 
July 12, 1909 a resolution to amend the United 
States Constitution, to work for its ratifica- 
tion and to see it declared effective Feb. 25, 
1913 as the Sixteenth Amendment. 

And just what did the Sixteenth Amend- 
ment do? It authorized Congress “to lay and 
collect taxes on incomes from whatever 
source derived.” Temporary income taxes 
had been collected during the Civil War, but 
it took the Sixteenth Amendment to legalize 
them on a permanent basis. At the outset the 
tax was only 1 per cent on incomes in excess 
of $3000 and at that rate it affected relatively 
few Americans. It is another story now. As 
the people have increased their demands for 
services on their government, rates have gone 
up and up and the number of taxpayers has 
grown larger and larger. 

One way to observe April 15, when it rolls 
around, would be to call it Norris Brown day 
in memory of the long since forgotten sponsor 
of the amendment which made the income 
tax legal. His handiwork to a.large extent 
has made possible the present-day financing 
of the Federal Government with its myriad 
of necessary and valuable activities, func- 
tions and duties. 


Intelligence How, Reliable? 


There is some consolation in knowing that 
the Pentagon as well as the layman has 4a 
difficult time with those secret reports which 
constitute military intelligence. Secretary of 
Defense Thomas Gates Jr. told Congress on 
Tuesday that new intelligence data had en- 
abled the United States “for the first time” 
to estimate production and performance of 
Soviet Russian intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles. This “new data” enabled him to give 
Congress a fairly cheerful picture of the mis- 
sile gap. Last July 26, his predecessor, Neil 
McElroy, declared that Russia was ahead in 
ICBMs although it “had fewer than 10” such 


missiles. Mr. McElroy certainly gave the im-, 


pression of making his statement on the basis 
of intelligence data relating to Soviet missile 
production. But now Mr. Gates implies that 
nobody knew before just where the Russians 
stood. If Mr. McElroy did not know what he 
was talking about last July, how can the 
country be sure that Mr. Gates knows what 
he is talking about now?

For that mat- 
ter, when the documents are printed 
a decade or so hence it is very unlike- 
ly that they will tell the whole story. 

This reporter was at the Indochina 
conference in Geneva in April 1954, 
when he first began to hear about the 
American intervention plans. Along 
with a number of other newsmen, 
notably columnists Joseph and Stewart 
Alsop, he put together the key parts 
of the story. What Eden now has 
written fits almost exactly. 

It simply is not true that there 
*“‘never was any plan developed to put 
into execution” unless words have lost 
all meaning. There was a plan, ap- 
proved by the President at a National 
Security Council meeting in March, 
that the United States would intervene 
militarily in the war. There were con- 
ditions, later publicly stated by Dulles 
himself. 

The key Eisenhower conditions were 
that it be an allied venture and that 
Congress give advance approval of 


some sort. On April 3 Dulles had a 
secret meeting with congressional 
leaders at which Adm. Radford, then 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
explained explicitly that it meant war 
and he outlined his proposed use of 
Navy and Air Force planes. Eden 
says Radford was prepared to bomb 
mainland Red Chinese bases if the 
Chinese intervened in the fight with 
the.North Viet-Namese. 


Dulles flew to London and Paris and 
worked hard to round up allies. In 
the end Eden asked Churchill for a 
Cabinet meeting at which the inter- 
vention idea was flatly rejected. And 
there was no intervention. 

This reporter talked to many per- 
sons involved in the affair, American, 
British, French and some from the 
smaller nations of Asia which Dulles 
tried to line up. All the evidence 
pointed conclusively to an Administra- 
tion plan for intervention and to des- 
perate Dulles efforts to sell it. At 
times both Dulles and Radford had 
qualms about the efficacy of an air 
strike but the despairing French, with 
Dien Bien Phu then about to fall to 
the Communists, pressed for a strike. 

It was the Alsop brothers who first 
reported that the President was pre- 
pared to ask Congress to approve in- 
tervention. It turned out that Mr. 
Eisenhower was prepared to go to Con- 
gress on April 26 and that the first air 
strike was planned for April 28 which 
would have been two days after the 
opening of the Geneva Conference. 

Some newsmen, digging into the 
tangle, concluded that it was Mr. 
Eisenhower himself who vetoed the 
intervention in the end. This reporter 
never discovered any such evidence. 
Instead, it appeared that it was Eden, 
backed by Churchill, who killed it. Had 
the British been willing, the United 
States would have intervened, assum- 
ing the congressional approval which 
very likely would have been given.

HE PRESIDENT HAS BEEN TRUE tc the principal he laid 

down in his first budget, which was submitted on Jan. 21, 1954. 

‘We will reduce,” he said six years ago, “the share of the 
national income which is spent by the Government.” 


He has done that. Although 
the Federal Government is 
spending on the purchase of 
goods and serv- 
ices more than 
it did six years 
ago, this is a 
smaller share of 
the much in- 
creased nation- 
al income, Even 
when we add 
the very con- 
siderable in- 
creased amount ;

Fact That Disturbs. 


This would be an unalloyed 
delight were it not for the dis- 
turbing fact that during these 
years of private prosperity, the 
President has been presiding 
over the loss of American prim- 
acy among the great powers of 
the world. 

There is no doubt that this 
country is still much richer than 
the Soviet Union. It may be, al- 
though no one knows, not any 
weaker ‘than the Soviet Union. 

But we have fallen behind and 
are not holding our own in terms 
of national power, in over-all 
military capacity, in the com- 
petition to pioneer in outer 
space, in the comparative rate 
of economic growth, and in educ-

Why 
are we challenged in this way 
when, in fact, the Soviet Union 
has a gross national product 
which is less than half of ours 
and a standard of living about 
a third as high as our own?

The proposed rule, authorized 
by France, would create a class 
of players that would be per- 
mitted to take part in an un- 
limited number of tournaments 
and receive all the expenses 
they could command. 

They (according to the French 
view), would remain amateurs 
and be eligible for Davis Cup 
play. 

The catch is in the definition 
oi an amateur. As far as the 
U.S.L.T.A., is concerned, these 
players would be professionals. 


Here is the U.S.L.T.A. view: 


Even if it were not against the 
proposal on moral grounds, it is 
plain that the authorized play- 
ers would be professionals. The 
rules of the Davis Cup state 
that only qualified amateurs can 
compete for the coveted trophy. 


Probably Will Withdraw Cup. 


That means the United States 
would be forced to pull out of 
the cup competition. Since it is 
inconceivable that the nation that 
put up the trophy in the first 
place should not challenge for 
it, the cup probably would be 
withdrawn. 


The U.S.L.T.A. officials also 
know that the rule has a better 
than fair chance of being passed. 
Australia is on the side of the 
Americans, but a big bloc of 
European countries is enthusias- 
tically in favor of authorized 
playérs, figuring it would be the 
best way to eliminate under-the- 
table payments to amateurs. 


In fact, a special committee 
on amateurism appointed by the 
International Lawn Tennis Fed- 
eration recommended last Dec. 
5 that the authorized players be 
approved. 


It was composed of eight mem- 
bers and Jim Dickey of South 
Orange, N.J., was the United 
States representative. He re- 
ported the recommendation was 
not unanimous. He, of course, 
voted against it, but he wouldn’t 
say anything about other votes, 

_ Naw the amateurism commit- 
tee will make its recommenda- 
tions (obviously the same.as. it 
made public) to the International 
Federation’s Committee on Man- 
agement in March. If the Com- 
mittee on Management recom- 
mends authorized players, the 
move could go through at the 
meeting of the entire member- 
bership in Paris, July 6. 

One U.S.L.T.A. official pointed 
out that theer would be nothing 
but authorized players under 
the system. 


“Who would want to be a 
plain amateur,” he said wryly, 
“when he could be authorized 
to get all he could from the 
tournaments. The amateur tour- 
naments would be merely club 
events.” 

Under Obligation to Play. 

If the rule is passed, it also 
would place the players under 
an obligation to play in any 
international tournament, includ- 
ing the Davis Cup, that their 
country’s tennis fathers decreed. 
This, in the thinking of the 
U.S.L.T.A., makes the players 
even more professional. Under 
current regulations, an amateur 
can refuse to join his country’s 
Davis Cup team. 

The U.S.L.T.A. brass is bank- 
ing on the belief that no country 
would risk having the Davis 
Cup competition dropped to 
force through the rule. 

‘If the United States can con- 
vince its opponents that an au- 
thorized player is strictly a pro- 
fessional: and that Davis Cup 
rules specifically state that the 
players must be amateurs, they 
might block it. But they are not 
optimistic.

agin the Ozarks

Nature’s cupboard is nearly 
bare during the winter months 
and wildlife ekes out a slim 
existence until spring arrives. 


Songbirds can find a banquet 
awaiting them at the grainfilled 
feeders but most of the quadru- 
peds must depend on scanty fare 
until another season arrives. 


But hunger often banishes 
fear and it is not uncommon 
in the dead of winter for a cov- 
ey of quail to feed in a farm 
lot with the chickens. Squirrels, 
which perhaps are less timid 
than any other four-legged ani- 
mal of the wild, will drive 
every bird away from the 
feeding stations. Rabbits will 
visit the vicinity after night- 
fall and nibble at the birds’ 
provender. 

Predators also suffer the 
pangs of hunger and pursue 
their prey through the cold 
winter nights. Fox and bobcat 
and an occasional coyote, as 
well as the horned owls, stalk 
the lesser birds and animals 
but the hunting is slim and the 
fare is barely sufficient to 
maintain life. Perhaps Augus- 
tus De Morgan’s “A Budget 
of Paradoxes,” regarding fleas, 
could be applied to predation 
by the carnivorous family. He 
said, ‘‘Great fleas have little 
fleas upon’their backs to bite 
‘em, and little fleas have lesser 
fleas, and so ad infinitum... .” 
And so it goes in the predatory 
scope of life—the larger feed 
on the smaller until the entire 
chain of procedure finally ends 
with the Least Shrew that 
weighs only one-tenth of an 
ounce, 


Farmer Could Aid 


Food, cover and water are 
the three words which, when 
put into action, unlock the 
gates and free wildlife from 
hunger, starvation and death. 
The three components are im- 
portant throughout the year but 
they are vital and indispens- 
able during the long, cold win- 
ter months. If man-made ef- 
forts were as concrete in pro- 
viding assistance for all the 
species of game as they are 
for the songbirds, there is no 
doubt that the carry-over of 
brood stock would be much 
larger and the result would 
mean a greater abundance of 
creatures of the wild. 

Farmers and sportsmen’s or- 
ganizations could work  to- 
gether toward this end. For in- 
stance, biologists say that dur- 
ing the late fall and winter 
months deer subsist almost en- 
tirely on acorns. Interested 
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' sportsmen could bargain with 


farmers to leave small stacks 
of legume hay in the fields and 
adjacent to the wooded areas 
to provide food when the 
acorn supply is exhausted. 
Starved deer have been found 
with their stomachs filled with 
pine needles which did not su- 
stain life. 

Another worthwhile project, 
with which a sportsmen’s or- 
ganization could help, is the 
making of brushpiles for cover 
and protection of the game on 
the lands of co-operative farm- 
ers. Winter time is clearing 
time On the farm, and near 
the edge of the clearing is an 
ideal place to build the brush- 
piles. Crisscross a few large 
limbs for a foundation and 
pile them over a stump, This 
will preserve the smaller 
branches and the brush sanc- 
tuary will last many years 
longer. It ‘will furnish protec- 
tion for many a furred and 
feathered creature. 


Lespedeza Forage 


In most sportsmen’s organ- 
izations there are some farm- 
ers, And nearly the entire 


‘membership will have an ac- 


quaintanceship with other 
farmers. A working arrange- 
ment could be made whereby 
the organization would furnish 
the grain and the farmers 
would scatter it to feed the 
hungry quail. The arrange- 
ment is usually needed when 
the ground is covered with 
snow or ice. Bobwhite need 
but little attention when condi- 
tions are normal but a bit of 
help when there is no food 
will assist in carrying them 
over the rough periods. 

January and February are 
the ideal months to sow Ko- 
rean lespedeza. Scatter it in 
the woods openings as. well 
as along little-traveled dirt 
roads and telephone and high 
lines, Quail, rabbits and deer 
will forage on the plants 
throughout the year and it 
will help wildlife to fare bet- 
ter next winter. 

Proects such as these bring 
the sportsman and farmer 
closer together. If the sports- 
man will show the farmer 
that he is willing to work with 
his hands, as well as to spend 
a small amount of money for 
seed or feed, he has made a 
friend and opened the door to 
future hunting. 

The winter months also are 
an ideal time to visit that 
farmer friend. It will prove 
to him that your calls are not 
confined to the days when a 
gun or a fishing rod is the all-

to be a comedian or a comic. 
Perhaps I’m not a comic. It’s 
not worth arguing about. At 
any rate, I have been making a 
good living for many years mas- 
querading as one. 
_ As a lad, I don’t remember 
knocking anyone over with my 
wit. I'm a pretty wary fellow, 
and I have neither the desire nor 
the equipment to analyze what 
makes one man funny to another 
man. I have read many books 
by alleged experts, explaining 
the basis of humor and attempt- 
ing to describe what is funny 
and what isn’t. I doubt if any 
comedian can honestly say why 
he is funny and why his next- 
door neighbor is not. 

I believe all comedians arrive 
by trial and error. This was cer- 
tainly true in the old days of 
vaudeville, and I’m sure it’s 
true today. The average team 
would consist of a straight man 
and a comic. The straight man 
would sing, dance or possibly do 
both. And the comedian would 
steal a few jokes from other acts 
and find a few in the newspapers 
and comic magazines. 


They would then proceed to 
play small-time vaudeville thea- 
aters, burlesque shows, night 
clubs and beer gardens. If the 
comic was inventive, he would 
gradually discard the _ stolen 
jokes and the ones that died and 
try out some of his own. In 
time, if he was any good, he 
would emerge from the routine 
character he had started with 
and evolve into a distinct per- 
sonality of his own. This has 
been my experience and also 
that of my brothers, and I be- 
lieve this has been true of most 
of the other comedians. 


My guess is that there aren’t 
100 top-flight professional co- 
medians, male and female, in 
the whole world. They are a 
rarer and far more valuable 
commodity than all the gold 
and precious stones in the 
world. But because we are 
laughed at, I don’t think peo- 
ple really understand how és- 
sential we are to their sanity. 
If it weren’t for the brief 
respite we give the world with 
foolishness,‘ the world 
would see mass suicide in 
numbers that compare favor- 
ably with the death rate of

EVER SINCE the age of ma- 
terialism began in’ the latter 
part ‘of the nineteenth century, 
most of us have tended to dis- 
miss as “unscientific’’ anything 
which could not be explained 
in terms of sensory perception. 
Despite the everyday occurrence 
of such experiences as precogni- 
tion, apparent mind - to - mind 
communication and dreams that 
come true, most of us ‘‘mod- 
erns” are dubious of even the 
possibility of such occurrences. 


But there are many things 
which do happen which can 
neither be explained in scien- 
tific terms nor dismissed with 
a blithe “nothing to it.” 

A report of one of the most 
interesting of these ‘‘impossibili- 
ties” crossed my desk recently 
in a-letter from David Hoy of 
Evansville, Ind. He is an author 
and lecturer who for some time 
has been interested in the study 
of mental phenomena. This past 
summer, while on a lecture tour 
in Brazil, he became aware of 
a strange feeling that he would 
meet someone from out of the 
past during his travels through 
that country.

While 
Gummo directed me in one dire¢- 
tion, Harpo stole the wieners. 
I'll admit this isn’t much of a 
story line. I'll even concede 
that it isn’t in the same league 
with “Front Page” or even “My 
Fair Lady,”’ but at least it was a 
beginning. What was even more 
important, this brief, homemade 
dialogue gave the audience a 
chance to forget the fact that 
we had just sung. 


At that time, the actor’s posi- 
tion in society was somewhere 
between that of a gypsy fortune 
teller and a pickpocket. When 
a minstrel show arrived in a 
small town, families would lock 
up their young daughters, put up 
the shutters and hide the silver- 
ware. 


The so-called glamour of the 
stage didn’t reach as far .as the 
theaters and towns we played. 
To gain access to the dressing 
rooms of the average vaudeville 
theater, you first looked for the 
dirtiest alley in town. Some- 
where down this alley would be 
the stage door. You would then 
grope your way down a flight 
of grimy stairs and enter a 
dimly lit, damp and frequently 
rat-infested cellar, where the 
dressing rooms were located. 


I must admit that there was 
some justification for the ac- 
tor’s unsavory social reputa- 
tion.

and small rugs. There were a 
few actors who would swipe 
anything they could stuff in a 
trunk.

THE FLYING REPTILES of 
prehistoric times were without 
feathers. This may seem too bad 
for them, but there were true 
birds in the world (covered with 


feathers) before the end of the 
Age of Reptiles. 


The scientific 


name of one true bird means 
“Ancient Wing.” 
Ancient Wittig (also called 


Dawn Wing or Dawn Bird) is 
believed to have been the first 
feathered animal with the power 
of flight. 


Q. Is it true that Ancient Wing 


had teeth? 


A The remaing show that it 


had rows of small teeth in its 


jawlike beak, or beaklike jaws. 
No modern bird has true teeth, | 
to hatch) has an “egg tooth” 
which is used to break out of the | 
shell. 
Q. How well was Ancient Wing | 
able to fly? | 
A. Not very well, as nearly as) 
we can tell from the structure 
of its wings.

Were there any other pre 
historic birds? 

A. Several other kinds are 
known. One of them, the Bird 
of the West, was without the 
power of flight, but is believed 
to have been an excellent diver., 
Another, sometimes called the 
Elephant Bird, is believed tc 
have been 12 feet tall.
